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Lively  Discussion  on  the  Costing  System. 

Central   Districts  Branch  of  the  London  Master  Printers 
Association    Debates    the    Question    of   Free    Installation. 


Although  the  turn-out  of  members  was  not 
commensurate  with  the  importance  and 
interest  of  the  occasion,  much  keen  discussion 
was  forthcoming  at  the  annual  general  meet- 
ing of  the  Central  Districts  Branch  of  the 
London  Master  Printers'  Association  on  Wed- 
nesday of  last  week,  when  the  formal  busi- 
ness was  followed  by  a  discussion  inaugurated 
by  the  hon.  secretary,  Mr.  W.  H.  Burchell,  on 
the  subject  of  "  Why  Charge  for  the  Federa- 
tion Costing  System  ?  A  Protest  and  a  Way 
Out." 

Mr.  Burchell  began  by  recalling  that  at  the 
annual  general  meeting  of  the  London  Master 
Printers' Association  on  May  31st  last  mem- 
bers were  asked  to  approve  a  subscription  for 
the  year  on  the  basis  of  Jd.  in  the  i  of  wages 
paid,  subject  to  deduction  for  amounts  ex- 
ceeding ;£'5o,ooo  and  £"100,000,  also  to  approve 
the  allocation  to  the  Federation  of  Master 
Printers  of  Jd.  in  the  £  subject  to  a  rebate  in 
respect  of  certain  special  costs  incurred  by  the 
L.M.P.A.  Feeling  that  this  meant  handing 
over  a  very  large  sum  of  money  to  the  Federa- 
tion, he  (Mr.  Burchell)  had  asked  at  that 
meeting  what  London  was  going  to  get  for 
it,  and  had  suggested  the  installation  of  the 
costing  system  free  of  charge  to  members  of 
the  Association.  He  said  he  now  wished  to 
open  a  frank  discussion  as  to  the  desirability 
of  members  being  entitled  to  costing  instruc- 
tion and  installation  of  the  costing  system 
free  of  charge.  It  was  a  splendid  goal  that 
the  costing  committee  had  set  before  them— 
that  every  printer  should  have  the  Federation 
Costing  System  in  use— but  that  object  would 
not  be  achieved  in  the  lifetime  of  present 
members  by  continuing  the  present  practice  of 


charging  for  installing  the  system.  He  would 
like  to  know  how  many  members  of  the  Federa- 
tion had  installed  it  ?  He  estimated  that  but 
a  small  proportion  had  done  so,  although  the 
system  had  been  in  existence  about  seven 
years.  He  suggested  that  the  remedy  was 
that  the  installing  of  the  system  be  free  to 
every  member  of  the  Federation,  and  that 
meetings  be  held  periodically  for  the  purpose 
of  improving  the  working  of  the  system.  He 
believed  that  by  this  method  the  goal  would 
be  reached  in  less  than  a  quarter  of  the  time 
that  would  otherwise  be  required,  and  the 
result  would  not  only  benefit  the  individual 
member,  but  benefit  the  trade  as  a  whole, 
stopping  the  suicidal  cutting  of  prices. 

Continuing,  Mr.  Burchell  quoted,  from  the 
discussions  at  the  recent  Cardiff  Conference, 
remarks  indicating  that  some  delegates 
thought  that  the  present  subscription  should 
confer  further  advantages  upon  membership 
in  order  to  facilitate  the  obtaining  of  new 
members.  Mr.  Keliher  had  suggested  that  the 
costing  committee  should  no  longer  be  carried 
on  on  such  distinct  lines;  it  would  be  better 
merged  in  the  work  of  the  Federation.  He 
had  also  suggested  free  expert  advice  to  mem- 
bers on  setting  up  the  costing  system.  Mr.  J. 
C.  Coppock  (Warrington)  had  urged  that  the 
fee  for  installing  the  system  be  merged  in 
some  way  into  the  subscription  of  the  Federa- 
tion, and  had  remarked  that  some  reference 
should  be  included  in  the  statement  of  ac- 
countsastowhatitcosttheCostingCommittee 
to  carry  on  their  work. 

Mr.  Burchell  suggested  that  the  extra  cost 
of  installing  the  system  free  to  memberscould 
be  spread  over  three  years,  also  that  members 
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who  had  paid  for  installation  could  have  a 
rebate  in  their  subscriptions  for  a  period  of 
three  years.  He  concluded  by  reading  the 
following  resolution,  which,  he  said,  he  pro- 
posed to  put  at  the  end  of  the  meeting: — 
•"  That  this  meeting  of  members  of  the  Central 
Districts  Branch  of  the  London  Master 
Printers'  Association  calls  upon  the  Executive 
of  the  Parent  Association  and  Federation,  now 
the  subscription  is  |d.  in  the  £  of  wages  paid, 
to  consider  the  desirability  of  members  being 
entitled  to  instruction  and  help  in  the  installa- 
tion of  the  costing  system  free  of  charge.  " 
(Applause.) 

The  Chairman  then  threw  the  meeting  open 
for  general  discussion. 

Mr.  Wass  commented  on  the  point  that  in- 
creases of  wages  meant  an  automatic  increase 
m  the  subscriptions  paid  by  members.  He 
thought  free  installation  of  the  costing  system 
•should  becovered  by  theseautomaticincreases. 

Mr.  A.  Bennett,  who  said  he  had  listened 
with  great  interest  to  .Mr.  Burchell's  remarks, 
thought  that  for  24  Holborn  to  find  officials 
to  go  round  to  individual  offices  and  install 
the  system  free  of  charge  looked  rather  like 

■something  dropping  from   Heaven^ which 

did  not  usually  come  the  way  of  master 
printers.  The  Costing  Committee  staff  was 
always  most  ready  and  willing  to  answer 
•queries,  but  they  did  the  same  for  every  mem- 
ber in  the  country. 

Mr.  C.  H  Lea  thought  members  did  not 
■quite  realise  that  the  Costing  Committee  was 
not  a  money-making  concern.  It  was  stated 
at  Cardiff  that  they  had  budgeted  for  an  in- 
come of  £8,000  and  an  expenditure  of  £8,000. 
Critics  asked  how  that  expenditure  was  made 
up.  He  thought  Mr.  Unwin  had  given  a 
satisfactory  account  of  past  expenditure,  and 
members  might  wait  twelve  months  and  see 
what  was  done  with  the  money  before  criti- 
cising. He  did  not  think  any  one  in  the 
Association  would  seriously  suggest  the  offi- 
cials were  not  giving  the  me  nbers  their  very 
best  services  and  fully  justifying  any  expendi- 
ture the  Federation  had  agreed  to,  in  the  way 
of  salaries,  etc. 

The  Chairman  asked  whether  one  of  the 
representatives  of  the  Costing  Committee 
would  state  what  their  expenses  were,  and 
also  say  whether  there  was  any  possibility  of 
giving  general  information  that  might  en- 
able a  small  man  to  install  the  system  with- 
■out  personal  supervision. 

Mr.  A  E.  Goodwin  said  that  the  officials  at 
24  Holborn  always  welcomed  criticism.  He 
went  on  to  tell  how  from  the  inception  of  the 
Federation  of  Master  Printers  London  had 
shouldered  the  larger  proportion  of  the  finan- 
cial responsibilities  of  carrying  it  on— as  was 
fitting  to  London's  status.  The  Federation 
should  not  be  regarded  as  a  foreign  body; 
London  was  the  largest  part  of  it;  the  sub- 
scription was  a  contribution  towards  keeping 
in  existence  an  efficient  organisation  for  the 
whole  of  the  printing  industry  throughout 
the  country.  He  gave  examples  of  the 
Federation's  services  in  the  country  (in  re- 
lation to  labour  troubles,  hours  and  prices) 
•being     of     great     importance     to     London 


printers.  Although  London's  contribution 
was  large,  London  was  paying  no  more 
proportionately  than  other  parts  of  the 
United  Kingdom.  In  Scotland  printers  were 
paying  ijd.  in  the  £  and  in  Cardiff  i|d.  for 
Drganisation  work  as  compared  with  London's 
3d.  in  the  £  subscription.  Referring  to  the 
finances  ot  the  Costing  Committee,  Mr. 
Goodwin  recalled  that  a  Committee  was 
started  in  1912  on  the  basis  of  a  guarantee 
fund.  A  few  months  later  he  was  appointed 
secretary,  and  since  then,  apart  from  £200  to 
£300  per  annum  in  subscriptions,  the  whole 
of  the  cost  of  the  Costing  Campaign  had 
been  paid  out  of  fees  earned  by  installing  the 
system  and  the  sale  of  books  written  by  Mr. 
Hazell;  it  had  not  been  a  burden  on  the  Lon- 
don Association  or  the  Federation.  Everyone 
agreed  that  the  receipts  and  expenses  of  the 
Costing  Committee  should  be  published,  but 
as  a  matter  of  fact,  this  always  had  been  done 
year  after  year.  The  figures  appeared  in  the 
reports  of  the  Costing  Committee  published 
for  the  last  eight  years  ;  only  henceforth  the 
accounts  were  to  be  published  at  the  same 
time  as  those  of  the  Federation,  and  on  the 
same  balance  sheet.  Coming  to  the  proposal 
that  the  costing  system  should  be  installed 
free  of  charge,  Mr.  Goodwin  remarked  there 
was  certainly  something  to  be  said  for  so 
startling  a  suggestion,  but  in  the  first  place 
they  had  not  at  present  the  money  necessary 
to  meet  the  increased  expenditure  that  such  a 
scheme  would  involve.  Then  they  had  not 
the  staff,  and  moreover,  competent  men  were 
not  at  the  moment  available  for  engagement. 
And  how  would  it  work?  When  a  large 
firm  offered  400  to  500  guineas  for  the  services 
of  one  or  two  members  of  their  staff  for  two 
or  three  months,  were  they  to  give  these 
services  for  nothing?  Would  they  not  be 
called  "  black  leg"  accountants  if  they  did? 
Considering  that  there  had  been  a  war  on, 
and  taking  all  the  circumstances  into  con- 
sideration, he  thought  the  Costing  Com- 
mittee had  made  the  best  use  they  could  of 
the  funds  and  men  at  their  disposal.  There 
were  still  some  printers,  owing  possibly  to 
prejudice  and  conservatism,  who  would  not 
have  the  system  installed  even  if  it  were  free. 
Education,  through  costing  classes  and  meet- 
ings, would  alter  that.  He  hoped  he  had  re- 
lieved some  of  their  minds  of  the  impression 
that  so  much  money  was  being  contributed 
that  the  Committee  did  not  know  what  to  do 
with  it,  or  that  London  had  no  control  over 
the  expenditure.  London  always  had  exer- 
cised, and  he  thought  always  would  exercise, 
considerable  influence  on  the  policy  and  the 
management  of  the  Federation.  There  was 
a  deep-seated  prejudice  in  the  provinces  that 
the  Federation  belonged  to  London.  The 
fact  had  to  be  made  plain  to  London  and  the 
country  that  the  Federation  was  a  national 
organisation.  He  hoped  that  would  be  the 
point  of  view  from  which  in  future  those 
present  would  regard  the  Federation.  (Ap- 
plause.) 

The  Chairman  said  the  meeting  was  very 
much  obliged  to  Mr.  Goodwin  for  his  illumi- 
nating remarks,  which  had  certainly  brought 
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W.  Holmes  &  Smith,

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out  some  points  not  known  before.  He  sug- 
gested Mr.  Williamson  might  have  something 
to  add. 

-Mr.  Burchell  objected  that  Mr.  Goodwin 
had  overlooked  answering  some  of  the  ques- 
tions raised.  How  many  firms  had  installed 
the  system  ? 

Mr"  Williamson  said  he  thought  no  printer 
who  was  prepared  to  install  the  system  had 
the  slightest  idea  of  having  the  work  done  for 
his  subscription.  One  of  the  chief  hindrances 
to  the  increased  use  of  the  system  was  the  fact 
that  to  the  average  small  printer  figures  and 
accounts  are  a  bogey.  After  installing  the 
system,  however,  he  becomes  interested  in 
figures,  and,  as  a  rule,  is  a  much  more  success- 
ful business  man  than  before  the  uistallation. 
Only  that  morning  he  (Mr.  Williamson)  had 
received  a  letter  from  a  man  who  would  have 
been  called  a  small  printer  in  1915,  now  in- 
vited to  join  the  board  of  directors  of  a  very 
large  firm  in  his  district.  This  man  sfaid  he 
owed  entirely  his  success  in  life  to  a  visit  that 
Mr.  Goodwin  paid  to  his  office  for  the  purpose 
of  installing  the  system— a  visit  which  cost 
the  printer  perhaps  three  guineas.  If  they 
were  going  to  install  the  system  free  they 
would  have  to  insist  on  every  printer  putting 
it  in.  Referring  to  the  finances  of  the  Costing 
Committee,  Mr.  Williamson  pointed  out  that 
the  fees  now  being  earned  did  not  cover  the 
expenses.  This  was  because  of  the  very  large 
amount  of  time  that  was  being  spent  on  pro- 
paganda work.  Moreover,  the  working  out 
of  the  standard  hourly  rates  entailed  a  very 
great  deal  of  labour  and  expense.  As  to  the 
question  of  staff,  expert  costing  assistants 
were  very  difficult  to  obtain.  He  was  at  pre- 
sent advertising  for  such  men  in  vain.  In 
assisting  the  small  printer  to  install  the 
system  for  himself,  they  were  endeavouring 
to  do  as  much  as  possible  by  printing  and 
supplying  at  special  prices  the  whole  of  the 
few  forms  and  docket  cost  sheets  required  to 
work  the  system  successfully. 

The  Chairman  interposed  a  request  for 
some  indication  of  the  number  of  firms  who 
had  installed  the  system. 

Mr.  Williamson  replied  that  there  were 
difficulties  in  the  giving  of  accurate  figures. 
Firms  in  all  parts  were  independently  putting 
the  system  into  use,  and  working  it  satisfac- 
torily. As  to  the  total  number  of  firms  work- 
ing it  in  London  and  the  provinces,  he  could 
give  no  definite  figure.  They  had  been  too 
busy  so  far,  but  as  soon  as  they  had  more 
staff  the  committee  would  no  doubt  have  a 
census  taken.  In  obtaining  the  returns  upon 
which  the  hourly  rates  were  based,  circulars 
were  sent  to  50  firms  in  London.  A  very  large 
proportion  of  these  supplied  the  evidence,  and 
there  was  evidence  that  the  resultant  figures 
were  very  satisfactory. 

The  Chairman  said  it  had  been  put  to  them 
that  there  were  not  five  printers  in  London 
using  the  costing  system,  also  that  the  stan- 
dard hourly  rates  were  arrived  at  by  exami- 
nation in  one  house  only. 

Mr.  Goodwin  retorted,  "You  can  give  that 
the  lie  direct."  He  went  on  to  say  that  if 
figures  of  installations  were  given  they  could 


not  be  a  safe  guide  because  of  the  large  num- 
ber of  firms  installing  the  system  without 
the  assistance  of  the  committee.  But  their 
work  had  a  great  indirect  infiuence  on  stand- 
ardising prices  through  firms  accepting  the 
hourly  rates  without  installing  the  system. 
But  hundreds  of  firms  of  all  sizes  were  using 
the  system  in  its  entirety. 

Mr.  Burchell  asked  for  more  explicit  in- 
structions in  the  application  of  the  costing 
system.  It  seemed  to  him,  he  said,  that  there 
was  a  missing  link  somewhere.  There  was 
too  much  of  the  book,  several  books  indeed, 
and  he  wanted  the  key  which  would  make  it 
all  simple. 

Mr.  Williamson  did  not  think  the  formsand 
explanations  in  the  hand-book  could  be 
simplified.  The  only  difficulty  arose  at  the 
outset  in  allocating  expenses  to  departments, 
and  there  professional  assistance  was  helpful. 

Further  discussion  ensued  at  this  juncture, 
in  the  course  of  which  several  points  were 
brought  out,  including  the  suggestion  that  in 
September  or  October  there  should  be  an  in- 
structive Cost  Congress  for  London,  arranged 
on  similar  lines  to  those  of  the  first  Cost  Con- 
gress. 

Mr.  Bennett  expressed  the  opinion  that  it 
would  not  be  wise  to  put  the  resolution  when 
so  many  had  left,  and  as  Mr.  Williamson  had 
promised  them  further  opportunities  of  ob- 
taining information  about  the  system.  If 
they  did  their  best  to  apply  it,  and  found  they 
could  not  do  so  without  assistance  from  the 
Costing  Committee,  then  would  be  the  time 
for  Mr.  Burchell  to  bring  forward  his  resolu- 
tion again. 

On  the  Chairman's  proposal,  a  hearty  vote 
of  thanks  was  passed  to  Mr.  Burchell  for  his 
address  and  to  Mr.  Goodwin  and  Mr.  William- 
son for  their  contribution  to  the  discussion. 

The  meeting  concluded  with  a  vote  of 
thanks,  called  for  by  Mr.  Bennett,  to  Mr. 
McAra  for  his  conduct  in  the  chair. 


In  accordance  with  a  recent  agreement  be- 
tween the  Society  of  British  Printing  Ink 
Makers  and  the  National  Society  of  Operative 
Printers  and  Assistants,  the  following  changes, 
retrospective  from  the  week  ending  April 
24th,  have  been  arranged  in  the  wages  of 
printing  ink  and  roller  makers  in  England 
and  Wales.  Adult  workers:  increases  of  los. 
per  week  in  minimum  rate  in  London  and  9s. 
per  week  in  the  provinces.  Minimum  Lon- 
don rates  after  change  :  Grade  I  men,  87s.  6d. ; 
Grade  II  men,  77s.  6d.;  Grade  III  men,  70s.; 
Grade  IV  men,  67s.  6d.  ;  women  21  years  and 
over,  50S.  Rates  in  provinces,  10  per  cent,  less 
than  above.  Workers  of  16  and  under  21 
years  of  age  :  increases,  varying  with  age  and 
experience,  from  5s.  to  9s.  6d.  per  week  in 
London,  and  of  10  per  cent,  less  than  these 
amounts  in  the  provinces. 
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Cardiff  and  Current  Topics  Discussed. 


The  North  London  Master  Printers' Asso- 
ciation held  a  general  meeting  on  Tuesday 
last.  June  28th,  at  Finsbury  Park,  under  the 
chairmanship  of  the  president,  Mr.  D.  A. 
Whitehead.  The  agenda  was  somewhat 
lengthy,  and  included  a  number  of  items  of 
interest  to  the  printer  generally,  amongst 
which  were  "  The  wages  award,"  and  "  The 
percentage  chargeable  upon  work  to  meet  it." 

The  chairman  explained  how  difficult  it 
was  for  the  small  printer  to  cope  with  these 
constant  demands.  Special  reference  was 
made  to  the  necessity  of  keeping  one's  staff 
no  larger  than  met  the  needs  of  the  work  in 
hand,  and  it  was  pointed  out  that  many  of  the 
smaller  firms  would  have  to  reduce  staffs  im- 
mediately there  was  a  falling  off  of  work. 
This  would  handicap  them  more  than  the 
larger  firms,  it  being  more  difficult  to  add  one 
man  in  five  than,  say,  two  where  fifty  were 
employed. 

Further,  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  public 
were  objecting  to  pay  these  high  prices,  in- 
stances being  given  ;  also  there  were  exhi- 
bited specimens  of  work  produced  by  the 
various  processes  that  are  being  employed  to 
take  the  place  of  printing.  After  a  good  deal 
of  discussion  upon  rising  costs  it  was  agreed 
that  an  increase  of  11  per  cent,  in  charges 
would  meet  the  extra  cost  of  production.  The 
increased  National  Insurance  due  on  July  5th 
was  mentioned.  The  Debt  Recovery  Depart- 
ment of  the  L.M.P.A.  was  introduced,  and 
approved  as  a  further  means  of  adding  to  the 
usefulness  of  the  association.  Increasing  in- 
surances and  the  need  for  insurance  against 
loss  of  profit  was  advocated. 

Mention  was  made  of  the  recent  case  at 
Edmonton  County  Court,  in  which  one  of 
the  North  London  members  was  sued  for 
wages,  and  with  the  help  of  Mr.  W.  J.  Mizen, 
the  hon.  secretary,  was  successful  in  fighting, 
aided  by  evidence  the  association  was  able  to 
furnish. 

An  Echo  of  Cardiff. 

Mr.  W.  R.  Cumm.ins  next  gave  an  interest- 
ing account  of  his  visit  to  Cardiff.  Hisnarra- 
tivegave  evidence  of  the  keen  interest  which 
the  various  topics  aroused.  He  recalled  Mr. 
Howard  Hazell's  remarks  with  regard  to  the 
problem  of  plant  and  machinery  in  relation 
to  costs,  and  the  special  reserve  for  the  re- 
placement of  machinery  it  was  necessary  to 
retain.  Speaking  of  the  difficulties  of  arriving 
at  the  value  of  existing  machinery  and  its 
relation  to  fire  insurance,  he  quoted  a  reply 
of  Mr.  H.  Hazell's  that  double  or  treble  in- 
surance was  needed  to  meet  this  danger.  He 
told  how  Mr.  Goodwin,  in  his  address  on  de- 
preciation of  plant,  urged  the  adoption  of 
the  standard  hourly  rates  as  guides  for 
printers  who  would  not  take  the  trouble  to 
install  the  system  themselves,  and  spoke  also 
of  the  necessity  for  a  fair-price  clause. 


He  told  also  how  Scotland,  through  Mr. 
Grieve,  advocated  the  minimum  price  list  as 
facilitating  estimating  and  obviating  costly 
errors. 

Mr.  Cummins  was  much  impressed  by  Mr. 
Williamson's  "  Survey  of  the  Past  and  Vision 
of  the  Future,"  artd  his  hope  that  the  League 
of  "Costers"  would  beget  similar  benefits 
that  were  expected  from  the  League  of 
Nations.  His  drastic  remarks  upon  some 
printers  who  had  the  "  brand  of  Cain"  were 
greatly  appreciated. 

Mr.  Cummins  reported  that  Mr.  Humphries, 
the  new  president,  gave  promise  in  his  speech 
of  being  one  of  the  best  the  Federation  had 
had. 

The  new  Education  Act  and  the  appeal  that 
apprentices  should  not  run  errands  were  sub- 
jects commented  upon. 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Cummins  stated  that  the 
lessons  learnt  at  Cardiff  proved  to  him  that 
the  subservient  spirit  of  the  printer  to  his 
customer  must  pass  away.  That  does  not 
mean  that  he  must  be  discourteous  or  uncivil, 
but  it  means  that  the  printer  must  throw  off 
the  haunting  fear  of  losing  an  account,  large 
or  small,  whether  or  not  he  is  receiving  a 
proper  recompense  for  work  well  done.  That, 
he  said,  is  the  test  which  we  should  apply  to 
our  business ;  those  who  continue  through 
fear  or  subservience  to  work  at  underpaid 
rates,  when  the  way  is  shown  and  made  easy 
to  receive  fairer  terms,  are  indeed  slaves.

Second  Annual  General  fleeting  of 
the  Branch. 


The  Central  Districts  Branch  of  the  London 
Master  Printers'  Association  held  its  second 
annual  meeting  at  the  St.  Bride  Institute  on 
Wednesday  of  last  week.  The  chair  was  taken 
by  Mr.  J.  D.  McAra,  F.C.I.S.,  Chairman  of  the 
Branch. 

The  meeting  opened  with  the  reading  by 
the  hon.  secretary,  Mr.  W.  H.  Burchell,  of  the 
minutes  of  the  last  general  meeting,  viz.,  the 
first  annual  general  meeting,  held  on  January 
22nd  last.  Mr.  Burchell  quoted  in  extenso,  with 
acknowledgment,  the  full  report  of  that  meet- 
ing which  appeared  in  the  British  and  Colonial 
Printer  and  Stationer  oi  January  29th. 

Mr.  McAra  then  presented  the  interim  re- 
port and  accounts  for  the  period  from  Novem- 
ber ist,  1919,  to  March  25th,  1920,  explaining 
that  "  the  financial  year  of  the  Association 
had  been  altered  to  end  on  March  25th,  so  as 
to  synchronise  with  that  of  the  Federation  of 
Master  Printers."  The  report  stated  that  since 
the  end  of  October  about  100  names  had  been 
added  to  the  roll  of  membership,  making  a 
total  to  date  of  510  members  of  the  Central 
Districts  Branch. 

Mention  was  made  of  Mr.  A.  Williamson's 
excellent  address  on  costing  which  followed 
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the  January  General  Meeting,  also  of  the  am- 
bitious conversazione  which  the  branch  held 
very  successfully  in  April,  when  a  discussion 
on  the  question  of  betterment  was  opened  by 
Mr.  G.  A.  Isaacs  and  Sir  William  Waterlow. 
The  report  concluded  with  some  interestmg 
remarks  on  the  present  labour  situation  and 
the  need  for  increasingiv  thorough  organisa- 
tion. Mr.  McAra  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
report,  which  after  slight  modification  was 
unanimously  carried.  The  accounts  proved 
to  be  very  satisfactory,  showing  substantial 
amounts  to  the  credit  of  the  Campaign  Fund 
and  the  ordinary  revenue  account.  In  the 
absence  of  the  treasurer,  Mr.  McAra  moved 
their  adoption,  which  was  agreed  7ie7n.  con. 

The  draft  rules,  previously  submitted  in 
print  to  members,  next  came  up  for  considera- 
tion, and  after  discussion,  a  few  modifications 
were  made.  An  interesting  point  raised  was 
whether  any  liability  in  the  matter  of  libel 
was  incurred  by  the  keeping  of  a  register  of 
undesirable  customers.  It  was  decided  to 
allow  the  rule  in  question  to  stand.  On  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Albert  Bennett,  the  new  rules, 
as  modified,  were  unanimously  adopted. 

The  election  of  oflicers  was  then  proceeded 
with  expeditiously.  Mr.  J.  D.  McAra  was 
elected  president,  Mr.  R.  A.  Austen- Leigh, 
vice-president  :  Mr.  \V.  H.  Burchell,  hon. 
secretary;  and  Mr.  J.  Crowle-Smith,  hon. 
treasurer.  Messrs.  Hays,  Roughton  and  Dunn 
were  re-elected  honorary  solicitors, and  Mr.  C. 
Clifford  Bliss,  A.C.A.,  honorary  auditor.  The 
twenty-two  gentlemen  constituting  the  Exe- 
cutive Committee  were  re  elected  en  bloc,  and 
as  the  rules  allowed  of  eight  members  being 
added,  the  following  additional  members  were 
elected  :  C.  H.  Lea  (Williams,  Lea  and  Co  )  • 
J.  S.  Ehas  (Odhams,  Ltd.);  B.  L.  Hooper 
(Suffolk  and  Watts);  Charles  Palmer  (Eyre 
and  Spottiswoode);  Ernest  H.  Diprose 
(Diprose,  Bateman  and  Co.;;  W.  Charles 
(Charles  and  Son);  H.  J.  Goss  (H.  J.  Goss 
and  Co.)  ;    D.  G.  Milne  (Cassell  and  Co).

"Our  Quest." 

Mr.  Ruddock  was  glad  to  have  the  oppor- 
tunity of  offering  his  mede  of  praise  to  Mr. 
Field,  and  of  expressing  his  congratulations- 
to  that  gentleman  on  his  long  and  successful 
connection  with  the  trade.  As  an  auctioneer, 
Mr.  Ruddock  supposed  he  was  not  above  "  his 
field,"  and  he  considered  it  a  privilege  to  ask 
Mr.  Field  to  accept  the  testimonial,  together 
with  the  sincere  good  wishes  of  his  host  of 
friends. 

The  toast  was  received  with  enthusiasm. 

Mr.  Field,  in  rising  to  reply,  was  given  a 
hearty  reception,  and  remarked  upon  the 
cordial  relations  that  had  existed  between 
him  and  members  of  the  trade.  He  said  he 
did  not  know  how  adequately  to  express  him- 
self for  the  honour  they  had  paid  to  him  that 
evening,  but  he  would  like  to  assure  all 
sections  of  the  trade  that  he  was  very  grateful 
indeed  for  their  gifts  and  good  wishes.

The  death  has  taken  place  in  Edinburgh 
of  Mr.  James  Edmond,  editor  of  the  Weekly 
Scotsman.

An  animated  controversy  has  been  proceed- 
ing between  the  Daily  Express  and  the  Daily 
Chronicle  as  to  which  has  the  larger  circulation. 
A  CATALOGUE  of  English  and  American 
text-books  now  in  the  St.  Bride  Foundation 
Technical  Library  has  just  been  issued.  The 
list  of  books  includes  subjects  on  almost  every 
branch  of  the  trade,  and  has  been  compiled 
by  Mr.  W.  T.  Berry  (acting  librarian). 

A  JURY,  at  the  City  Coroner's  Court,  found

Prayer-Book  Printing.— In  the  House  of 
Lords,  on  Thursday,  the  Earl  of  Onslow,  re- 
plying to  the  Earl  of  Selborne,  said  the 
Prayer-book  was  printed  by  the  Universities 
of  Oxford  and  Cambridge  through  theKmg's 
printers,  and  that  no  profit  was  derived  by 
the  Crown  from  this  consideration.  The 
Government  saw  no  reason  for  interfering 
with  that  arrangement,  but  they  would  be 
be  prepared  to  consider  any  representation 
which  the  National  Assembly  wished  to  make 
on  the  matter. 

The  Summer  Number  of  Punch  this  year  is 
an  extra  number,  beyond  the  ordinary  weekly 
issues,  and  marks  a  somewhat  striking  ad- 
vance on  its  predecessors.

The 
memorial  was  the  work  of  Sir  George 
Frampton,  and  the  ceremony  of  unveiling 
was  performed  by  Mr.  J.  A.  Spender,  editor 
of  the  Westminster  Gazette.  Monday  was  the 
anniversary  of  Mr.  Stead's  birth,  and  the  un- 
veiling synchronised  with  a  similar  ceremony 
in  New  York.

The  T.A.  Ballot. 

It  would  not  be  quite  correct  to  say  that 
peace  prevails  once  more  in  the  printing  trade. 
Generally  the  atmosphere  is  so  cloudy  that 
trouble  may  break  out  at  any  moment.  So 
far,  however,  as  the  threatened  strike  by  T.A. 
members  is  concerned,  this  particular  one  has 
been  set  aside  by  the  result  of  the  T.A.  ballot, 
which  was  announced  last  Thursday.  The 
exact  figures  of  the  ballot  were  not  disclosed. 
Some  of  the  individual  results,  however,  were 
interesting.  As  showing  the  change  of  opinion 
revealed  by  the  ballot,  the  members  in  one 
large  district  which  unanimously  turned  down 
the  employers'  offer  on  the  first  occasion,  voted 
for  its  acceptance  by  a  majority  of  three  to 
one.  On  the  whole,  the  majority  in  favour  of 
acceptingtheofferof  the  employers  is  described 
as  "  fairly  large."  Accordingly  master  printers 
throughout  the  country  have  been  advised  to 
pay  the  advance  of  los.  as  in  the  case  of  all 
members  of  other  unions  as  and  from  the  pay 


day  in  the  week  ending  June  I2tli.  It  is  sug- 
gested that  the  increase  be  a  flat  rate  of  los.. 
as  arranged  with  the  other  unions,  no  adjust- 
ments being  made  for  overtime  or  short  time.

The  twin  capitals  of  Lancashire,  however, 
are  still  the  centre  of  storm  clouds.  This 
is  not  surprising,  perhaps,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that,  to  quote  Mr.  William  Hunt,  secretary  of 
the  Manchester  Typographical  Association, 
following  the  lead  of  the  Daily  Mail,  some 
offices  sent  signed  promises  to  pay  the  £1 
asked.  The  Manchester  and  Liverpool 
branches  of  the  T.A.,  therefore,  have  put  in  a 
memorial  for  a  ids.  bonus,  and  this  is  giving 
the  Federation  of  Master  Printers  "furiously 
to  think."

Binders'  Conditions. 

In"  the  meantime  employing  printers  and 
binders  are  feeling  gloomy  over  a  decided  lull 
in  orders.  Whether  it  is  that  the  normal 
summer  quietude  is  upon  them,  or  whether 
rising  costs  are  making  themselves  felt  is  a 
problem  which  is  open  to  debate.  It  is  in 
no  cheerful  mood,  therefore,  that  employers 
are  negotiating  upon  the  application  from  the 
National  Union  of  Bookbinders  with  reference 
to  the  scale  of  wages  for  apprentices  and  also 
certain  rules  affecting  working  conditions, 
together  with  a  request  for  the  placing  of 
London  in  the  National  Wage  Agreement  and 
the  regrading  of  certain  towns. 
«  «  * 
The  Turn  of  the  Tide. 

A  factor  which  emphasises  the  need  for 
cordial  relations  between  employers  and 
employed  and  for  steadiness  in  industry  gener- 
ally is  the  economic  position  which  has  now 
been  reached.  Generally  speaking,  it  may  be 
said  that  we  have  reached  the  height  both  of 
demand  and  of  prices  and  that  henceforth  we 
shall  pass  to  a  more  normal  condition  of 
affairs.  This  will  be  a  period  little  less  diffi- 
cult than  that  of  a  rising  market.  It  will 
provide  another  occasion  for  the  exercise  of 
British  grit  and  caution,  and  the  steering  of 
the  industrial  ship  will  need  all  the  care  that 
it.is  possible  to  exercise.  Organisations  on  all 
sides  will  be  severely  tested,  but  we  have  no 
fear  that  the  good  sense  which  has  charac- 
terised the  employers  and  the  working  people 
in  this  country  during  the  last  few  years  will 
see  them  safely  through  any  troubles  which 
may  lie  in  front  of  us,  troubles  which  at  any 
rate  can  scarcely  be  so  trying  as  those  which 
have  already  been  safely  oveicome.

with  automatic  traveller,  was  knocked  down 
at  ;^i2  los.  A  "Burton"  rotary  perforator, 
with  six  perforating  wheels  and  one  pair  of 
trimming  wheels,  at  ;{"8o,  and  a  treadle  loose- 
leaf  ledger  punching  machine,  by  Krause,  at 
£n  los.  A  46-inch  table  rotary  card  cutter, 
by  Inman,  with  eight  cutting  wheels  and 
ten  scoring  wheels  was  sold  for  £"100,  and  a  24 
by  18  inch  hydraulic  press  pump  and  gauge  for

Walter  Phelps  and  Son,  of  Birmingham, 
were  the  auctioneers.

In  the 
absence  of  Mr.  A.  J.  Daines,  who  is  away  on 
holidays,  the  chair  was  occupied  by  the  vice- 
president,  Mr.  A.  W.  Hunt. 

The   minutes  of  the   last  monthly  meeting 
having    been   formally   disposed    of,    several 
items  of  correspondence  were  submitted. 
Correspondence. 

Two  letters  respecting  the  nominations  of 
two  candidates  for  membership  were  left 
over  for  consideration  by  the  executive. 

In  regard  to  the  proposed  visit  to  a  paper 
mill,  the  secretary  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  John 
Greig,  of  the  Daily  Telegraph  mill  at  Dart- 
ford,  expressing  regret  that  it  would  not  be 
convenient  to  accommodate  a  large  party.

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New    Inventions. 
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Permanent  Binding. 

Messrs.  Petty  and  Sons  and  F.  Petty  have 
been  granted  a  patent  for  an  invention 
whereby  in  post  files  adapted  for  threading 
the  papers  with  tape,  etc  ,  for  permanent 
binding,  comprising  two  or  more  posts  4,  5 
attached  to  one  flap  i  of  the  cover  and 
having  perforations  3  or  otherwise  con- 
structed to  receive  the  tape,  etc.,  one  or  more 
loose  posts  8  attached  to  a  plate  9  perforated 
to  fit  over  the  fixed  posts  are  provided  to  serve 


for  threading  the  tape,  etc.,  through  ad- 
ditional holes  in  the  papers,  and  also  for 
transferring  the  papers  temporarily.  The 
posts  8  are  provided  at  the  free  end  with  a 
notch  12  to  receive  the  tape,  etc.,  and  fit  into 
corresponding  recesses  13  in  the  cover.  The 
ends  of  the  fixed  posts  may  engage  catches  7 
on  the  other  flap  2  of  the  cover,  or  the  plate  q 
may  be  provided  with  knobs  or  notched  pro- 
jections to  engage  the  catches  7. 


Post  Files. 

Mr.  C.  J.  Dunbar  has  patented  an  invention 
relating  to  post  files  in  which  the  detachable 
cover  section  is  locked  on  the  posts  by  means 
of  clutches,  means  for  actuating  the  clutches 
is  arranged  so  as  to  avoid  projecting  parts. 
Fig.  3  shows  a  rocking  rod  K  provided  with 
arms  N  for  actuating  levers  I  of  the  ball 
clutches  H.  The  rod  K  is  mounted  in  grooves 
in  the  clutch  blocks  D  within  the  casing  E 
enclosing  the  blocks,  and  is  furnished  with  a 
handle  M  located  in  a  cut  away  end  portion 
of  the  casing.  The  arms  N  move  the  levers  in 
one  direction,  the  return  movement  being 
eflected  by  springs  Q'  ;  or  the  arms  may  en- 
gage in  holes  in  the  levers  to  operate  them  in 
both  directions.     Fig.  4  shows  a  modification 


in  which  the  rod  K^  is  arranged  to  slide  be 
tween  limits  determined  by  collars  T,  T',  and 
the  arms  N'  engage  cam.  shaped  ends  of 
spring-returned  levers  I  ;  the  rod  K^  is  latched 
in  the  outer  position  by  a  spring  V.     The  end 


post  sections,  instead  of  being  cylindrical,, 
may  be  grooved  and  flared  as  shown  in  Fig. 
6,  the  flared  face  being  at  an  angle  to  the  in- 
clined face  G-  in  the  clutch  block  D. 


Loose-Leaf  Binders. 

Mr.  J.  Walker  has  patented  an  invention  in 
loose-leaf  binders  of  the  type  having  metal 
tongues  secured  by  passing  the  free  ends 
through  holes  in  a  plate  carrying  sliding  lock- 
ing-members ;  the  locking-members  g  are 
designed  to  extend  beyond  the  plate  d  in  all 
positions,  and  are  prevented  from  being  with-

The  Bookbinder. 


The  leather  markets  are  reported  to  be  in  a 
very  quiet  condition,  and  prices  for  the  raw 
material  have  dropped  as  a  consequence. 
There  is,  however,  no  apparent  reduction  in 
the  price  of  bookbinders'  leathers,  and,  ac- 
cordmg  to  the  tanneries,  none  can  be  looked 
for  this  year.  Of  the  higher  grade  pelts  there 
is  still  a  scarcity,  and  the  demand  is  very 
good.  During  the  last  three  or  four  months 
the  situation  has  improved  wonderfully,  and 
many  kinds  of  leather  which  were  so  difficult 
to  secure  have  become  readily  available. 
Except  in  an  odd  case  or  two  prices  have 
hardened  owing  to  increased  costs  of  pro- 
duction, which  bookbinders  themselves  can 
appreciate.  Anglos  and  calls  are  now  on  the 
market  in  sufficient  quantity  to  make  buying 
easy,  but  at  the  moment  users  are  more  con- 
cerned with  filling  inimediate  requirements 
than  buying  ahead.  There  is  a  very  big  de- 
mand for  basils,  and  tanners  have  plenty  of 
orders  on  their  books  awaiting  execution. 
Delivery  is  good  under  the  circumstances,  and 
buyers  are  not  kept  waiting  more  than  a  week 
or  two,  except  for  special  shades.  For- 
tunately, customeis  have  grown  less  exacting 
in  their  requirements  as  to  colour,  and  it  is 
not  at  all  difficult  in  most  cases  to  accept  the 
nearest  shade  that  can  be  offered. 

Prices  still  vary  considerably  according  to 
source  of  origin,  and  there  are  always  some 
cheap  parcels  to  be  picked  up  from  the  leather 
agents.  Taking  the  average,  the  run  of  mar- 
ket prices  at  the  moment  may  be  listed  as 
follows:  Anglo-russias  are  freely  available  in 
good  quality  and  quantity  at  3s.  per  square 
foot.  At  the  commencement  of  the  year  they 
could  be  secured  for  2s.  gd.,  while  at  the 
Armistice  they  had  fallen  to  2s.  6d.  Rough 
calls  of  second  grade  are  on  offer  at  2s.  qd.  to 
3s.  per  foot,  while  smooth  calfs  for  full  bind- 
ing are  still  keeping  to  their  top  value,  viz., 
4s.  per  square  foot.  Basils  run  from  is.  3d. 
to  IS.  6d.  per  square  foot,  good  stout  large 
skins  for  full  binding  reaching  is.  8d.  Skivers 
are  firm  at  is.  id.  to  is.  3d.,  with  no  apparent 
prospect  of  a  fall.  Morrocos  and  goats  are 
firm,  and  not  at  all  plentiful, although  inferior 
goats  and  small  sheep-skins  are  plentiful 
enough  at  a  relatively  high  price. 


price  of  book  cloth  is  more  than  four  times 
that  of  1914,  and  compared  with  other  heavily 
consumable  commodities  is  already  far  too 
high.  There  are  some  outside  producers  of 
book  cloth  whose  prices  are  a  copper  or  two 
cheaper  per  yard  than  the  standard  grades, 
and  as  users  have  gradually  become  aware  of 
this  the  source  is  threatened  with  overload. 
In  general,  the  demand  for  book  cloth  still 
exceeds  the  supply,  and  deliveries  are  pain- 
fully slow.  The  commitments  of  one  manu- 
facturer are  as  much  as  six  months  ahead,  and 
bookbinders  are  going  to  meet  with  continual 
difficulty  in  executing  their  contracts.  Orders 
held  up  through  lack  of  material  incur  in- 
creased costs  of  production,  which  have  not 
always  been  taken  into  account  when  quot- 
ing. The  need  for  a  safeguarding  clause  in 
the  contract  has  been  in  evidence  for  six 
years,  but  was  never  greater  than  now.  De- 
spite this  fact,  there  are  still  many  houses 
whose  business  acumen  is  insufficiently  strong 
to  make  the  provision. 


Book  cloth  is  in  danger  of  a  further  ad- 
vance, according  to  the  manufacturers, 
though  we  can  hardly  reconcile  this  view  with 
the  fall  in  cotton  prices  and  the  huge  profits 
made  by  cotton  people  generally.     To-day's 


Buckrams  have  advanced  since  our  last 
notes  and  to-day's  prices  are  from  4s.  to  5s. 
per  yard,  the  former  for  union  material  and 
the  latter  for  linen  stock  inferior  in  grade  to 
that  which  was  served  out  in  pre-war  days. 
High  price  has  driven  the  large  user  to  the 
cotton  and  union  buckrams,  which,  for  big 
contract  work,  serve  the  purpose  equally  as 
well  as  the  high-priced  genuine  linen  stuff. 


Linen  tapes  and  threads  are  likely  to  make 
another  advance  very  shortly  and  binders  will 
be  well  advised  to  look  to  theirstocksat  once. 
The  price  is  terribly  high  and  the  only  thing 
to  ease  it  is  trade  with  Russia,  the  biggest  flax- 
producing  country  in  the  world.  At  present 
the  supply  of  linen  is  far  below  requirements, 
while  the  quality  is  simply  bad.  It  does  not 
appear  to  be  realised  by  manufacturers  that 
uneven  and  flawed  thread  plays  havoc  with 
machine  book  sewing,  the  time  lost  on  stop- 
pages and  mending  often  equalling  the  hours 
spent  on  actual  production.  The  constitution 
of  the  Master  Printers'  Federation  does  not 
appear  to  be  built  on  sectional  plans  which 
would  enable  sectional  grievances  to  he  voiced 
and  dealt  with  separately.  If  there  was  a 
bookbinders'  section  with  special  committee 
and  adequate  representation,  it  would  be  pos- 
sible to  devote  consideration  to  special  pro- 
blems and  difficulties  and  bring  pressure  of  a 
responsible  and  weighty  kind  to  bear  on  the 
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manufacturers'  association's,  as  in  the  case  of 
the  faulty  thread  now  being  supplied. 

Dutch  strawboards  have  come  in  very  freely 
since  the  settlement  of  the  industrial  trouble 
in  Holland.  Storages  at  the  docks  are  well 
stocked  with  boards,  and  agents  are  anxious 
to  unload  as  soon  as  possible.  Prices  are  not 
easier  in  any  way  and  quotations  are  mainly 
based  on  about  £23  to  £26  per  ton  forunlined 
boards  up  to  18  oz.  The  Dutch  mills  are  very 
well  booked  and  prices  are  fixed  up  to  1921  on 
to-day's  basis.  There  is  small  hope  of  any 
reduction  this  year  and  agents  do  not  hesitate 
to  speak  of  probable  advances.  Wherever 
possible,  large  users  should  buy  direct,  effect- 
ing therebv  a  saving  ol  several  pounds  per 
ton.  Several  Dutch  agents  have  been  over  to 
this  country  and  the  figures  they  are  prepared 
to  book  small  orders  at  are  well  below  those 
quoted  bv  our  own  importers.
